REMARKS 

The Examiner has noted that claims 9, 15, 22, 32, and 35 would be allowable if re- 
rewritten in independent form to include the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims as well as overcome a number of 35 U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraph rejections. 
The Applicant has therefore amended the claims along the Ues suggested by the Examiner. 

Accordingly, Applicant believes that all pending claims are allowable and respectfiilly 
requests a Notice of Allowance for this application from the Examiner. Should the Examiner 
believe that a telephone conference would expedite the prosecution of this application, the 
undersigned can be reached at (650) 314-5353.
